Dr. Lowry and I attended the Annual Meétings of the Second Dis- 
trict at the Plymouth Country Club, Norristown; and the Fifth District 
at the Hotel Brunswick, Lancaster. 
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At this writing the delegates and officers of your state society are 
enroute to Houston, Texas, to attend the annual meeting of the American 
Dental Association. 

There should be a sense of satisfaction on the part of all concerned 
because in this session of the House of Delegates of the American Dental 
Association, we will have the largest representation ever achieved in our 
history ; we have attained a membership which entitles us to twenty dele- 
gates. 

Our membership total continues to be a source of satisfaction as in- 
dicated by the tables given below.

THE BEDFORD MEETING COMMITTEE REPORTS 
REPORT OF THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 


As a result of conferences with officers of the State Government 
and Legislators a year ago, it was considered advisable not to attempt 
any changes in the present Dental Act at this time. However, the Leg- 
islative Committee with the assistance of the Executive Secretary has kept 
a watchful eye on all legislation which might affect the Dental Profes- 
sion and while the Legislature is still in session nothing has developed 
to date which jeopardizes our position. 

On May 23, Mr. Crosley, Director of the Bureau of Licensing in 
the Department of Public Instruction, called our Executive Secretary, 
giving the following information regarding the State Budget. The orig- 
inal request from the Department of Public Instruction for funds to 
cover activities for the Bureau of Professional Licensing was $640,000. 
The Budget Secretary; Dr. Logan, and the Governor, cut this to $600,000 
and the information given by Dr. Crosley was that the Committee on 
Appropriations of the House of Representatives further cut this amount 
to $500,000 and later deducted $18,000 as an appropriation for Phar- 
maceutical Laboratory Work. Thus reducing the original $640,000 by 
$158,000 leaving only $482,000 for the conduct of the entire Bureau of 
Licensing. 

The Executive Secretary immediately communicated this informa- 
tion to the President of our State Society who with the Secretary, came 
to Harrisburg Sunday, May 25, and prepared a letter to be sent to every

member of the House of Representatives, protesting this action. This 
letter supplemented a letter sent by the Pennsylvania Conference of Pro- 
fessional Licensees, representing 131,000 licensees in the State. Every 
other Licensee Group in the State also sent similar letters to the mem- 
bers of the State Legislature. 

On May 27, there was a vote in the House on this subject with the 
following result: 95 voted to retain the original $600,000 figure and 98 
voted against it, therefore, the issue was lost. This is a very severe 
blow in that in the biennium 1939-1941 our State Council and Dental 
Examining Board have been seriously handicapped due to lack of funds 
in the Department of Public Instruction to carry on their duties as pre- 
scribed by law, and also the law enforcement phase of our activities has 
been brought to a standstill. for the same reason. This whole situation 
is a gross injustice because the professional licensees of the State pay in 
as Annual Registration fees approximately $900,000 each biennium. This 
money goes into the General Fund and the $482,000 is a direct appro- 
priation from the General Fund while the original intention of the reg- 
istration fee account was that all such moneys should be applied to the 
expenses of the particular profession or group who paid it, both in con- 
ducting examinations and enforcing laws and regulations pertaining to 
that particular group. 

With the above facts in mind, the Legislative Committee recom- 
mends that the Board of Trustees and the House of Delegates con- 
sider co-operation with the other Professional Licensees in the Com- 
monwealth to correct this condition in the future. 

As Chairman of the Legislative Committee, I desire to thank and 
compliment our Executive Secretary for his alert helpfulness to my

REPORT OF THE MILITARY AFFAIRS COMMITTEE 


With the formation of the Dental Preparedness Committee of the 
American Dental Association, last year, and the appointment of Dr. C. 
Willard Camalier as National Chairman, each state was delegated to 
appoint its individual Dental Preparedness and Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. Dr. William J. Robinson, our President, did this and bestowed 
upon me the honor of Chairman, with the following members representing 
each district :

The work of the Committee is quite broad, covering many fields 
in the present National Emergency. For the past ten months a great 
deal of investigating has been done for the Army, Navy and Red Cross. 
Dentists have been applying for commissions in the Dental Corps of 
the Army and the Navy and those outside of the draft age have been 
applying for service with the Red Cross, which is accepting applications 
from dentists, dental laboratory technicians and dental hygienists. This 
involves a great deal of careful investigation throughout the state and 
with the earnest co-operation of not only the members of the Committee, 
but many other dentists, we have been very successful and the work 
has been carried out promptly and I know with fairness to all applicants. 
I wish to take this opportunity to extend my thanks to the members of 
the Military Affairs Committee for their support and to tell Dr. Robin- 
son that his appointments could not have been more carefully made, all 
the members have met my requests promptly and have helped me more 
than they will ever know. The work of the Secretary, Dr. Clark J. 
Hollister has been invaluable. 


Correspondence throughout the state is quite extensive—dentists are 
constantly writing for advice and assistance in their difficulties regard- 
ing possible service or induction into the draft, all of these are promptly 
answered and help given wherever possible. As Chairman of the Com- 
mittee I have been instrumental in obtaining commissions for a number 
of dentists. At the present writing all commissions have been suspended, 
but I feel sure that as matters straighten out and legislation passed, or 
regulations changed, most of the dentists who have been inducted into 
the Army as privates will receive commissions, but since there is a list 
far above the regular quota required in Army Regulations it is no more 
than fair for me to state that any dentist expecting his commission in 
the Dental Corps of the Army should not build his hopes too high, un- 
til there is a change in regulations. 
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Scarcely a day passes that I do not interview one or more men 
in my Office, listening to their troubles regarding the draft, commissions, 
etc. The telephone is constantly busy with the same thing. I think, in 
most cases, I have been able to fulfill the position I hold and have ren- 
dered the proper advice and assistance. 

I consider that great progress was made at the February meeting of 
the First District Dental Society. Contacts were made with the Public 
Health Relations Committee of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society 
and the Board of Trustees, which places the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee in the position of having them work with us and help us in many 
ways in this emergency. The immediate specific point of focus at that 
time was the dental care of the civilian population surrounding large 
troop concentrations. Indiantown Gap is that point and it is within 
the realm of possibility that many civilians will need dental care and, 
if they are unable to pay for the service rendered to them by the 
dentists of the locality, they will probably ask for assistance through the 
state funds. I wish to thank Dr. Walter Mendel, the Chairman, and the 
members of his Committee for their courtesy and assistance in this 
matter. 

I was allqwed to present to the State Society Board of Trustees 
the problem of the dental student and the dentist who is being drafted 
in the service in an unprofessional capacity. Motions were passed and 
action taken to send letters and telegrams to Senators and Congressmen 
in Washington, recommending the immediate passage of Senate Bill 783 
(Murray). These were sent from all parts of the state and the replies 
received were favorable. Fortunately the Chief Dental Surgeon, General 
Leigh C. Fairbank, arrived for the meeting and I was able to present 
him to the Board. He gave a detailed account of the conditions of the 
Dental Corps of the Army and how organized dentistry can help. 

An order dated March 8, 1941, Washington, D. C., stated that the 
Selective Service Board had changed its regulations to authorize the 
assignment of dentists as examiners to local Selective Service Boards 
to serve in the same manner as Medical Examiners in their respective 
fields, these appointments to be made by the President of the United 
States upon nominations submitted by the Governors of the various states. 
Action was immediately taken and the proper machinery put in motion 
to fill these positions. In the state of Pennsylvania each of the ten dental 
districts have responded and the appointments have been of the very 
highest and are indeed an honor to the profession. It must be remem- 
bered that dentists had to be selected who are willing to serve and give 
their time as a patriotic duty, without compensation. Over three hun-

dred names were selected— this has been a large job and has been done 
entirely by the various district officers and the members of the State 
Dental Society. I wish to thank these gentlemen for their whole-hearted 
co-operation in this task. 

The problem of deferment of the dental student is, of course, a 
serious one and is occupying a great deal of attention. The Medical and 
Dental professions are working hard on this and it seems safe to state 
that the dental profession will be included in any regulations passed. 

President William Robinson has been my right-hand in the work. 
His constant traveling throughout the state and attendance at various 
conventions and meetings in various parts of the country has made 
it possible to keep up to the minute on all that is going on and this, I 
assure you, is absolutely essential at this time with such an emergency 
facing the nation. 

I have no suggestions at this time but wish to ask for the continued 
whole-hearted co-operation of the members of the dental profession 
throughout the state and to again thank them for all they have done

REPORT OF THE RELIEF COMMITTEE 

For several years the Pennsylvania Associate Member of the A. D. A. 
Relief Committee asked that the Christmas Seals be mailed early in No- 
vember so that they would reach the members before the seals of other 
organizations. Many of our members stating that they purchased the seals 
that reached them first. Finally the authorities in Chicago agreed and the 
past two years they have been delivered as we requested. We believe this 
has increased the sale of seals, but not to the extent 'we anticipated. The 
total contribution for the past year was $1,597. This is less than 50 per 
cent and keeps us low on the list of states. The amount returned to Penn- 
sylvania being $798.50. 

We had hoped the publishing of the list of contributors in the STATE 
JourRNAL would increase our contributions, but it does not seem to have 
had much effect. 

The past few years relief recipients have increased. Of course, gen- 
eral economic conditions were probably the cause. In the past 15 years, 
the American Dental Association and its competent Societies have paid 
out more than $220,000. This should demonstrate the value of the organi- 
zation. 
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I wish to thank the Chairman and members of the District and 
County Committees, and the editor of the JourNat, for their valuable 
assistance throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 


The report last year showed the highest membership the Society 
has ever enjoyed in its history. It is a pleasure to be able to report 
this year a continued gain, as we have approximately 215 more mem- 
bers this vear, as of this date, than we did last year. The District and 
Local Membership Chairmen continue to show a fine spirit of co-opera- 
tion and the Harrisburg Office is still functioning most efficiently in as- 
sisting in the work of the Membership Committee, several times during 
the year supplying District and Local Societies with lists of men either 
delinquent in their membership or eligible for membership. 

As a result of the above-mentioned activities, some statistical fig- 
ures will follow which I am sure will prove of interest to each district.

This year the direct mail campaign has not been used as yet, though 
in co-operation with the Membership Committee of the A. D. A., such

within a week or ten days, after they have received the last letter. By 
this means it is hoped that we will be able to show a very large increase 
of any membership record we have ever had. 


In closing I want to express my appreciation to the members of 
my committee and sub-committees for their help and co-operation and 
at the same time asking that this committee be given full support in 
the campaign planned for the coming Fall.

REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To the House of Delegates and the members of the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society, your Board of Trustees desires to submit the fol- 
lowing report for your kind consideration and respectful attention. 


Since our last annual meeting in Erie, we have deemed it necessary 
to hold three special meetings; two in Harrisburg and one in Philadel- 
phia, in order to meet emergencies, which arose, and demanded prompt 
attention, and also to take care of important accumulated items of busi- 
ness, the disposal of which was necsssary, in order to keep the affairs 
of the Society in order and meet our responsibilities. We spent many 
laborious hours in attempting to solve our various problems and each 
and every member of the Board and every State officer, present, was 
always given an equal chance to express his thoughts, as it has been our 
desire to register and coordinate the opinions of all entitled to express 
them, and to try and create unified harmony in thought and action, and 
your Board has soberly, honestly and consistently attempted to so func- 
tion as to promote the best interest of dentistry in general and its prac- 
tice in this state in particular, to the advantage of all, and at the same 
time to keep the number of meetings and the expenses incurred there- 
with, down to a minimum and we trust that we have acted wisely and 
well and that our operations will meet with your approval. 
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Since presenting our last annual report to your honorable body at 
Erie, the following actions have been taken by the Board: 


The Board approved the educational features of a film presented 
before it by Dr. A. H. Miller and Dr. J. B. Flanagan. The report of 
Dr. Wayde D. Kelly, Treasurer, was read and ordered accepted and 
filed and Dr. Kelly commended for his efficiency and accuracy in the 
keeping of his accounts. A committee was appointed to purchase a 
plaque to be placed on the walls of our headquarters in Harrisburg and 
they have functioned well and you will now find an attractive decora- 
tion in its proper position. A resolution on the death of Dr. W. E. 
Davis, our late Chairman of Budget Committee, and presiding officer 
of Board, was read by Dr. Haman and adopted and filed. 


In preparing a budget for the ensuing year, the committee was au- 
thorized to include a reasonable amount therein, for the expenses of the 
President-elect. Dr. Frederick H. Hoeffer appeared before the Board 
and read his report as Editor and Business Manager of the Journal and 
was commended for his fine work and the improvement made in the 
periodical and was given a vote of thanks for the excellence of his 
efforts. The Board likewise listened with interest to the report of Dr. 
Linwood G. Grace ‘on the Child Health program and endorsed his pro- 
gram and approved his procedures. Upon motion duly made, seconded 
and passed, a committee was requested to investigate the operation of 
the Central Office in Harrisburg and the Chairman appointed, Dr. Guy 
L. Haman, Dr. Raymond S. Neiman and Dr. LeRoy M. Ennis. The 
above committee, in due course of time, proceeded to perform the task 
assigned them and went over every detail of the office and its operation, 
thoroughly, and found everything to be accurate, concise and in the best 
of condition. The records in the office were found to be very well kept 
and Dr. C. J. Hollister and his Assistant, Mrs. Mabel Blair, were com- 
mended for their thoroughness and accuracy, in detail, and it was rec- 
ommended, in order to keep in closer touch with the office and its affairs 
and operation, that the State Secretary, Dr. John B. Price, or the Presi- 
dent, Dr. Robinson, visit the headquarters once a month and review its 
procedure with Dr. Hollister, and this is now being done regularly. 


Your Board has been honestly and consistently trying to operate 
your Society’s affairs on a budget made on a minimum expenditure, con- 
sistent with decent and sensible operation, and with that thought in mind, 
it was ordered that items as set up in the budget shall not be over-ex- 
pended, without special authorization, by a poll of the Board, and this is 
likewise being regularly adhered to. 
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Your Board met in Harrisburg on November 3, 1940, at 11:30 A. M. 
and labored continuously until 4:30 P. M. and the following actions were 
decreed, as we reached the point of exhaustion: 


It was properly moved, seconded and carried, that the June issue of 
the STATE JoURNAL be made the Program Issue for the 1941 State Meet- 
ing. A proposed budget for the forthcoming annual meeting in Bedford 
was presented, and after a long and thorough discussion of each and 
every item, therein, it was moved, seconded and passed, that a budget 
in the amount of $2,700.00 be made for this meeting and that any deficit 
be taken care of by the State Treasurer, and it was likewise ordered that 
the Finance Committee for the State Meeting be advanced the sum 
of $200.00. 


It was unanimously passed that the mortgage on the property at 
217 State St., Harrisburg, be satisfied with the bank and that it be pub- 
licized in the Journal. 

The Board approved educational newspaper publicity by any Branch 
or District Society, if done in an ethical manner and that all publicity 
material be submitted to the Public Health Committee before insertion. 
Dr. John B. Price, State Secretary, read the plan adopted by the Phil- 
adelphia County Dental Society, regarding men called into service, and 
after full discussion, it was resolved that the Board adopt the sugges- 
tions of this Society and that they be published in the Journal. Dr. 
Robinson read his letter to Governor James in regard to representation 
on Medical Advisory Boards and his letter was approved as well as the 
one in regard to dental appointments on Induction Boards. It was rec- 
ommended also that the Pennsylvania State Dental Society extend an 
invitation to the Pennsylvania Dental Hygienists’ Association to attend 
the next State Meeting in Bedford. 

It was also ordered that we co-operate with the action of the Presi- 
dent, Dr. Robinson, in regard to the Pennsylvania Health Institute and 
that the program of the same be published in the State Journal under 
the activities of the Public Health Committee. 

It was likewise ordered that the money refunded by the A.D.A. to 
the State Society, for recent graduates, be refunded to the local society 
to which these men belong, effective immediately, and the Chairman of 
the Board highly commended the Philadelphia County Dental Society 
for the splendid work they have done in law enforcement, the best in 
the state, and also praised them for their kindness and generosity in 
cancelling a bill of $200.00 which they had contracted for law enforce- 
ment purposes. 
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Dr. Wayde D. Kelly, Treasurer, and Chairman of a Committee, 
which audited the cruise acount, presented their audit and highly com- 
mended the Executive Secretary and his assistant, Mrs. Blair, for the 
efficient and accurate work done with this project and recommended a 
bonus of $25.00 for the assistant, which suggestion was carried out, 
forthwith, and also deputized Dr. P. H. Richardson, Trustee for the 
Ninth District to attempt to effect settlement for a cancelled check given 
by a member from that district, on the cruise account, which came back 
marked “no funds.” 


Follawing the reading of the auditor’s report, there was much dis- 
cussion regarding the profits from the Cruise Convention, and as a 
result it was resolved that a Savings Account in the name of the Penn- 
sylvania State Dental Society be opened at the Central Trust Company, 
Harrisburg, Pa., and all orders for withdrawals must be signed by the 
State Treasurer, Dr. Wayde D. Kelly or Dr. H. C. Reichard, Chair- 
man of the Budget and Finance Committee. 


It was likewise enacted that Dr. Reichard’s recommendation in the 
budget for the new Public Health Committee be approved and that the 
Master Reporting Company be again engaged to report the proceedings 
of the next meeting, and also that the Board go on record to have a Cer- 
tified Public Accountant audit the books of the State Society. 


At this meeting a budget of $2,700.00 was adopted by the Board 
to take care of the expenses of the coming State Meeting at Bedford. 
At this same meeting, the committee which investigated the activities 
of the Central Office, recommended that all monies, received or expended, 
be included in the monthly report and charges and other items pertain- 
ing to the various state officers should be properly allocated against these 
officers’ budgeted expenses, and not be charged against the operation of 
217 State St. Also, that a proper business revision of the budget be made 
so that no overdrawing of accounts will be incurred as in the case of Jour- 
nal expense and likewise that all State Committee Chairmen be notified 
that the Harrisburg Office is at their disposal, for the preparation of and 
mailing of letters, pertaining to their committee activities, and that the 
Executive Secretary shall keep the society advised of any pending legis- 
lation that may affect dentistry or any of the Healing Arts. 


Another special meeting was held by your Board on February 5, 
1941, at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel, Philadelphia, at 2:30 P. M. And 
was in session continuously until 7:00 P. M. At this meeting Dr. 
Nones, Chairman of the Military Affairs Committee, Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society, appeared before the Board and read correspondence from 
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Dr. Camalier, Chairman of Military Affairs, National Dental Associa- 
tion, and the Board ordered that telegrams be sent to the chairman of 
the House and Senate Military Affairs Committee. 

As advocated in the letter to Dr. Nones, the secretary was author- 
ized to obtain all the information given us by Dr. Nones and forward 
same to the President of each component and branch dental society, of 
the State of Pennsylvania, to each Trustee and the Chairman of each 
County Dental Society, and further that Dr. Nones be reimbursed for 
the necessary expenses incurred by the Military Affairs Committee as 
he had paid them from his own personal funds. 

At this time the proposed budget allowance for the State Dental 
Society for 1941, amounting to $11,793.77, was accepted and made opera- 
tive and the audit for the year 1940 made by a firm of Certified Public 
Accountants, was presented by Dr. Reichard and although they did not 
find anything wrong, they made some recommendations which were voted 
upon and adopted at this meeting, among them being in regard to the 
Petty Cash Account, another in regard to Journal receipts, another, in 
regard to Insurance and this was turned over to the Property Committee 
with power to act. 

It was also unanimously agreed that all accounts of the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society be subjected to an audit-by a C.P.A. and that no 
account shall carry over from year to year and that we do not anticipate 
expenses, but to adopt the suggestions of the C.P.A. A discussion arose 
as to the type of advertising which our State Journal should accept or 
reject and the following resolution, presented by Dr. Richardson, for 
the Journal Committee was unanimously passed. 

“Resolved, That the Editor of the Journal of the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society be vested with the power and authority to accept 
or reject advertising, that his decisions be based upon dental and com- 
mercial ethics. That his decisions be solely for the benefit and protec- 
tion of the members of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society.” At this 
time the Board of Trustees agreed that they were strongly in favor of 
an increase in allocation of funds for medical care, in the Department 
of Public Assistance, and Dr. Robinson’s suggestion was to contact the 
men on the State Board of Public Assistance and ask them to increase 
the allocation of funds and informing them that the Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society’s program depended on that being done. 

The matter of a check amounting to $49.50 given as payment on 
the Convention Cruise Account and being returned marked “no funds” 
was again brought up for discussion and it was finally decided that the 
Society accept the loss and the secretary be instructed to write the 
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maker of said check, that the Society would expell him from member- 
ship until this money was paid, and that his component society be noti- 
fied of this action. 


Drs. Ennis, Lawson and Roberts were appointed to a committee to 
study the practice of dental supply houses and laboratories to conduct 
clinics and promote dental education and technique, and to have a re- 
port ready for the annual meeting. 


It was resolved to allow the Military Affairs Committee expenses 
to the amount of $200.00, the same to be drawn from the Emergency 
Fund. The Harrisburg Dental Society requested that the State Society 
remit the dues of those dentists called to active duty, but the State Sec- 
retary was instructed to notify the Harrisburg Dental Society that the 
State Society will not remit dues of men serving in the U. S. Dental 
Corps, but will expect those officers to retain their membership in their 
several dental societies. Your Board held another special meeting at 
217 State St., Harrisburg, on March 16, 1941, and the meeting convened 
at 11:30 A. M. and did not terminate until 4:00 P. M. After several 
hours discussion of the State Department of Public Assistance program, 
it was ordered that the Board of Trustees of the Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society, having full confidence in the Dental representative on the 
State Healing Arts Advisory Committee, present the following resolution, 
“That we are willing to continue with the dental program on the basis of 
the agreed on 15 cents out of each dollar allocated to the medical care 
program or secondly an equal division of the dollar, per invoice, for each 
participant in each profession and that a copy of this resolution be sent 
to the dentai chairman of each county sub-committee and that the burden 
of expense and clerical details associated with the Department of Public 
Assistance relief program, in the respective counties, be assumed by the 
Department, leaving the approvalship of the actual work done, to the 
Dental Sub-Committees.” We were informed at this time that there 
are approximately 485 Local Draft Boards in the State of Pennsylvania 
and there must be at least one dentist appointed to each Board and the 
Trustees unanimously decided that it was their duty to see that nomina- 
ions were presented to each Local Draft Board, in their respective dis- 
tricts, and Dr. Hollister was instructed to supply each Trustee with a 
list of the Local Boards in his District for his information and action. 


At this meeting it was ordered that the expenses of the Committee 
Chairmen who attended a conference at Altoona, in preparation for the 
Annual Meeting, be paid out of the Meeting Fund and that $1,000 from 
the General Account be allocated to the Meeting Fund previous to the 
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State Meeting owing to the fact that the budget for the Bedford Meeting 
exceeded the possible income by that amount. 

The Board approved the program which Mrs. Keck, of the State De- 
partment of Health, wished to sponsor in each county, with the co-opera- 
tion of dentists, and that said program be turned over to the Public Health 
Committee for active participation. 

We were informed that the A.D.A. were paying an extra girl in the 
Harrisburg Office to type a list of the registered dentists in Pennsylvania 
and several carbon copies were also made to be supplied to Oral Hygiene 
and Dental Survey at $25.00 per list. The Executive Secretary and the 
President-elect were recommended to accept appointment to the Advisory 
Committee of the N.Y.A. 

The Insurance Committee reported purchasing additional insurance 
on our property at 217 State St., and we have a total of $12,000 on prop- 
erty and $2,500.00 on contents and it was ordered that insurance on 
rentals be purchased also. The Trustees discussed at some length the 
location of our 1942 Meeting, but no agreement was reached. A number 
of the Trustees are of the opinion that if Philadelphia County would 
relinquish their February Meeting and the Odontological Society do like- 
wise with their October Meeting, and the State Meetings then alternate 
between Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, it would greater enhance and 
strengthen the State Meeting. It is to be sincerely hoped for and de- 
sired, that some fair, equitable and feasible plan can soon be operated 
so that the State Meeting will be the supreme meeting held within our 
commonwealth and that all sections of the state will give it their sup- 
port and make it a genuine post graduate course, in every respect. 

Your Board of Trustees has three principal committees as follows: 
Budget Finance and Auditing Committee; Journal Committee and Com- 
mittee on Real Estate, and in addition thereto a committee known as 
the Ad Interim Committee, which is designed to act for the Board on 
matters arising between meetings and when quick action must be taken 
and when it wouldn’t be expedient or sensible, let alone economical, to 
convene the entire Board and this Committee consists of Drs. Lawson, 
Haman, Neiman, Roberts and the Chairman of the Board. All of these 
groups have functioned splendidly this past year and their efforts are much 
appreciated, and in this connection, we recommend that each and every 
one of you, whenever time or occasion permits, visit the State Head- 
quarters in Harrisburg and you will be shown every courtesy and con- 
sideration, and take the time to look over your property and inspect a 
place of which we can all be proud, and which is more than paying its 
way and is a very valuable asset to the Pennsylvania State Dental Society 
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and fitly represents it. I sincerely hope that I haven’t annoyed you by 
the foregoing recital of the activities of your Board of Trustees, during 
the past year, but that it has enlightened you as to the nature and scope 
of their work and perhaps make you more tolerant and less likely to criti- 
icize its acts, especially when you have only meager or no knowledge of 
the issues involved. May we all work together, as one unit for the service 
of humankind and make our profession one of the greatest in this state.

PUBLIC HEALTH COMMITTEE REPORT 
To the Officers and House of Delegates of the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society: 

Your Committee on Public Health has had four meetings during the 
year. The chairman realized that the first thing in promulgating a proper 
health program was to have a well correlated committee. To that end, 
during the year a committee has been formed with a member from each 
district who acts as district chairman. One man is chairman for each 
county with a committee functioning in said county. The question has 
been to find men sufficiently conscious of the needs of public health to give 
the time and energy necessary to further this work. Our work in some 
districts has been exceptiorially well done; others need a better organiza- 
tion, but definite progress is being made. 

During the year a survey has been made as to the facilities existing 
in each community to take care of the public health needs in dentistry in 
that particular community. This survey is gradually being compiled by the 
committee. 

At the present time, plans are being made for Dental Health Days 
starting in October. These Health Days are to be the combined efforts of 
the Division of Health Education of the State Department of Health, the 
Dental Division of the State Department of Health, and the Public Health 
Committee of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. Mrs. Edna M. Keck, 
Chief of the Division of Health Education, is making possible the lay con- 
tacts with parent-teachers associations, service clubs, American Legion 
Posts :nd labor organizations to build up worthwhile meetings. She is 
looking after the radio and newspaper publicity. The Dental Division of 
the Department of Health is preparing material for the speakers and radio, 
and is assisting in every way possible. 

Your Public Health Committee is working very diligently to bring to 
the people of Pennsylvania, through these Dental Public Health Days, a 
better understanding of the needs and problems of dentistry than now 
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exist. The most encouraging aspect of the entire Public Health Program 
is the interest developing in all sections of the state by the school authori- 
ties and lay organizations including all women’s organizations. 

While a separate report will be rendered by the chief of the Dental 
Division of the State Department of Health, your committee wishes to call 
attention to the splendid work Dr. Linwood Grace is doing. 

Recently your chairman had the opportunity of going over the Public 
Health plans of every state in the Union. He made a critical analysis of 
these plans and found, without exception, that the program for dental 
health in Pennsylvania is the soundest that exists. Only one state, North 
Carolina, has a more adequate program and that is built entirely on Fed- 
eral funds, which if withdrawn would cause the collapse of the entire pro- 
gram. The City of Chicago has an elaborate program developed by a 
W. P. A. grant of fifteen million dollars, but what will happen to this pro- 
gram if and when the Federal Government withdraws further grants no 
one can tell. Probably future activities will depend on the maintenance 
of the program by city funds. 

Pennsylvania has built on a much sounder foundation through the 
community plan and the community hospital and has great reason to be 
proud of the dental set-up in the State. We ask that you listen with close 
attention to Dr. Grace’s detailed report of his work. We know it will 
interest you. 

It is always the prerogative of the chairman to make recommenda- 
tions but, before making them, he wishes to call the attention of the House 
of Delegates to the outside pressure groups interested in the health of the 
citizens of the State of Pennsylvania who are making great efforts to have 
subsidized dental care for those persons in the state who are unable to 
afford it at the present time. The publicity given to the fact that 25% of 
the men rejected as selectees were rejected because of dental defects has 
made this a very interesting problem. 

Your committee recommends that all members of the state society 
take a more active interest in the projected Health Days. Cooperation is 
necessary if the plan is to succeed. Details of this plan will be developed 
by your district and county chairmen. 

The care of the indigent is the taxpayers’ problem and our recom- 
mendations must be that community organizations, school and municipal 
authorities sponsor clinics for such needed dental service. Reports re- 
ceived through various sources as to charitable services are encouraging 
but are insufficient for the need. Throughout the state, many hospitals 
have dental clinics not available for “out” patients. Efforts should be 
made by community groups to have these clinics devoted to the care of 
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the indigent. Legislation and allocation of state funds may be necessary 
to accomplish this end. 


The following statements are the opinions of your committee: 


First: That the lower 25% of our people are in no way interested 
in dentistry as a health measure nor from a standpoint of aesthetics. This 
group must be both educated and provided with needed dental care at 
community or taxpayers’ expense. Dental education of this group is a 
serious question unless a sound plan is developed to provide this necessary 
service. 


Second: The middle 50% are only interested when they suffer pain 
or dental disease, or the fear that caries and consequent extraction of 
teeth will cause an unsightly appearance. This group: is little concerned 
in teeth as a health factor and this group is of moderate means. They re- 
quire education and some plan must be provided for purchasing dental 
service at a price they can afford—possibly some form of budget payment 
plan. 

Third: The upper 25% of our people, and this percentage in some 
communities is much less, consider dental care as an integral part of their 
health program and teeth, as well as other functional units of the body. 
receive systematic attention. This group is vitally interested in dental 
health but most of them require education. 


Fourth: It is absurd to imagine that folks will purchase dentistry 
instead of permanent waves and autos but it is possible for the public 
to be educated to divert a part of wave and auto funds and invest it in 
dental hygiene. 

Fifth: The outstanding weakness of organized dentistry in Pennsyl- 
vania is the absence of an intelligent and uniform Dental Health Program. 


Additional recommendations of your committee are these: 

1. That three members in addition to the chairman shall be selected 
from each county to be known as the Public Dental Health Committee. 

2. The purpose of this committee is to carry the message of den- 
tistry to our people-—to the uneducated, to the under-privileged and under- 
nourished boys and girls, to various charitable institutions, poor houses, 
orphanages, and homes for crippled children, either through the usual 
society channels or the various service clubs. 

‘3. This committee should consist—and right here is our most im- 
portant thought and recommendation—of men who are good and true, 
men with ability as public speakers, men who hold the respect of the com- 
munity in which they live, men who can reach the ears of our politicians— 
the “Message to Garcia”—the quality of the selection of this committee 
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is in direct relation to the results obtained. Only capable dentists will 
bring you results. 


4. The names and addresses of this committee to be posted with the 
Executive Secretary, Dr. C. J. Hollister, so that any dental officer or wel- 
fare worker can obtain any public health information by writing to the 
committee in that particular district. 


Your committee feels it is building more soundly in having an organi- 
zation beginning with the community, through the districts up to the state 
committee and we believe we are going to be in a position to regulate and 
protect the interests of the dental profession in the health movement for 
the betterment of the people.

To the Editor: On the sixth day after a mandibular injection with a 
solution of novocain-pontocain-cobefrin, numbness of the tip and one-third 
of the side of the tongue still persists. Is it due to the action of pontocain 
or injury. to the lingual nerve The floor of the mouth, lip and teeth are 
normal. Can you advise me whether any treatment is necessary? P. S.— 
As a matter of fact, I am the patient myself. My dentist and I are at a 
loss as to the reason for it and how long it might last. I can’t find any- 
thing pertaining to it in the literature. It’s annoying and worries me. 


Answer: The numbness of the tongue along the distribution of the 
lingual nerve following injection with an anesthetic solution is undoubtedly 
due to injury of the lingual nerve. Unfortunately the nerve may be ac- 
cidentally injured from contact with the needle, the wonder being that 
such injuries do not occur more often. The paresthesia may last for but 
a short time or it may persist for several weeks or months. Recovery may 
be depended upon to occur, however, with passage of time. No treatment 
is necessary but local massage or infra-red therapy may be tried. 


To the Editor: I have a new patient who presents a cyst in the lower 
molar region. The patient, an intelligent person, contends that the cyst has 
been there for a great many years and has become no larger. The condi- 
tion is symptomless and he therefore does not want to submit to surgery. 
Since I have been brought up to believe that all cysts should be removed 
as soon as possible because of their continued growth, am I justified in giv- 
ing in to the patient or should I have insisted upon its removal? 


Answer: There is a possibility that the cyst in question is not epithe- 
lial but hematogenous, since the patient contends that it has not increased 
in size for a number of years. Such cysts are generally due to trauma, such 
as a vigorous blow, and do not become larger. They are sometimes seen 
in boxers. Such cysts are benign whether they are present in the long bones 
or in flat bones. They may occur in the presence of vital teeth. It would 
be desirable to compare recent roentgenograms of the cyst with those taken 
several years back to make certain there has been no change in its size. 
If the roentgenograms show an increase in size, the cyst is epithelial in 
character and should be removed. 
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To the Editor: Can you give me the formula for a good solution for 
sterilizing dental instruments ? 


Answer: Sterilization of instruments by “cold sterilization” is not as 
certain as autoclaving or boiling in water. Accepted Dental Remedies states 
that a well known sterilizing solution for which U. S. patent No. 1985031 
was granted, consists of the following: liquor formaldehyde (80 cc.) dis- 
solved in ethyl alcohol (920 cc.) or denatured alcohol (Formula 44) to 
which is added potassium nitrite (1 gm. in 10 cc. water) and sodium hy- 
droxide (0.2 gm. in 2 cc. of water). Another solution may be made up as 
follows: 


Formaldehyde, 40% 400cc. 
Borax 50 gm. 
Rubbing alcohol, 70% q.s. to make one gallon 


To the Editor: I have a girl patient about fifteen with a brown upper 
central where the pulp departed last fall but otherwise the tooth is sound 
and I don’t want to jacket it. I have already bleached it once with pyro- 
zone but it needs it again and pyrozone is practically impossible to get. 
Can I use some other drug and get a desirable bleaching effect in this 
case? 

Answer: So far at least, I have had no difficulty in obtaining pyro- 
zone from dental dealers in Philadelphia. If you obtained a definite re- 
duction in color with pyrozone, I would suggest that you repeat the pro- 
cedure bleaching the tooth with it. If, however, the bleaching effect has 
not been satisfactory, it would be better to try some other method of 
bleaching. 

Unfortunately, discoloration in young teeth is more difficult to bleach 
out than in older teeth owing to the fact that (1) in many instances death 
of the pulp is due to a blow which has a tendency to rupture the capil- 
laries of the pulp and allow escape of blood, and (2) the blood diffuses 
more readily into the dentinal tubules of young teeth which are still highly 
permeable and have not yet become sclerosed from slowly advancing 
caries, attrition, abrasion, etc. 

A method which you might try in place of pyrozone is to place sodium 
dioxide in the pulp chamber and activate it with a little warm water car- 
ried on a cotton pledget. While it is not easy to place sodium dioxide 
powder in an upper tooth it can be done by picking up the powder on the 
surface of a cotton pellet saturated with chlorgform. Or else, a solution 
of sodium dioxide in iced water, made just before use, may be carried 
into the pulp chamber and activated with hot air from a chip blower. 
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Another method is to make a paste of chlorinated lime, place it in 
the pulp chamber, and add a weak solution of acetic acid on a pledget of 
cotton. Whichever method is used, the patient’s mouth should be pro- 
tected by means of the rubber dam. 


To the Editor: I have seen a formula for a good zinc oxide-eugenol 
cement but I no longer remember where. I have gone through several is- 
sues of the J.A.D.A. but I can’t trace it. Could you tell me where I may 
find such a formula? 

Answer: I do not know whether this is the formula you are after 
but the following formula was given by Paffenberger and Caul in the 
Proceedings of the Dental Centenary Celebration, Baltimore, March 1940, 


p.232: 


Powder 
Zinc oxide 70.25 parts 
Hydrogenated rosin 29.40 parts 
Zinc acetate 0.35 parts 
Liquid 
Eugenol 85.00 parts 
Olive oil 15.00 parts 


To the Editor: One of my patients seems to get red spots every time I 
place cotton rolls in her mouth. These last 2 or 3 days and disappear. I 
haven’t noticed it in other patients so I wonder if she is allergic to the 
cotton rolls. 

Answer: You are probably correct in your deduction that the patient 
has an allergy to something used in the manufacture of cotton rolls. The 
surface of such material is often coated with a metallic salt for the pur- 
pose of giving it a smooth finish and your patient may be allergic to this 
salt. I would suggest that you peel off the outer covering of the cotton 
roll and use the core of cotton in her mouth as usual to determine whether 
the red spots will appear or not. 


To the Editor: I have a case where a fixed bridge is indicated and I 
am thinking of making it all at one time according to Dr. Knapp’s technic. 
I wonder if I could impose upon you to repeat for me the essential steps 
in the technic so that I won’t slip up on the details. I shall appreciate this 
very much. 

Answer: For this technic 2 syringes are needed for ejecting the hydro- 
colloid material: (1) an ordinary hydrocolloid syringe fitted with an 
adaptor capable of discharging a column of hydrocolloid about % inch 
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in diameter; (2) an all-metal local anesthetic syringe fitted with a large 

hypodermic needle (or Dunlop type needle, for forcing paraffin into pyor- 

rhea pockets). These syringes are filled with hydrocolloid, boiled for sev- 
eral minutes, then kept at 140° F. until ready for use. The steps in the 
technic are as follows: 

(1) Prepare and clean abutment teeth. 

(2) Take impression in modeling compound without chilling. Make cer- 
tain there is at least % inch thickness of compound in the tray. 

(3) Remove impression from mouth, then chill. 

(4) Cut away all compound from prepared teeth, including one tooth on 
each side of prepared teeth, but leave sufficient “stops” to enable 
you to reseat impression. Make undercuts in recesses of compound 
and at periphery to insure adherence of hydrocolloid to compound 
and tray. The surface of the modeling compound may be wiped with 
chloroform just before the hydrocolloid is added to insure adherence. 

(5) Dry mouth with cotton rolls. Dry tissues and teeth with warm air. 
Be sure to blow saliva out of pinholes, grooves, etc. 

(6) Eject hydrocolloid contained in the hypodermic syringe into pin- 
holes, grooves, gingival seat, gingival crevice, filling in the deeper 
portion first and building toward the occlusal. 

(7) Eject hydrocolloid from the hydrocolloid syringe fitted with adaptor 
into modeling compound recesses in tray. Placing the hydrocolloid 
over teeth and filling tray should be done quickly and accurately. 
The tray may be filled by assistant while the teeth are being covered. 

(8) Carry tray into mouth and seat in place, using “stops” as guides for 
correct seating. 

(9) Chill for 5 minutes with cold water. Remove. Trim away excess 
hydrocolloid, box impression, and vibrate stiff mix of die stone into 
impression. Remove modeling compound with hot water. Remove 
hydrocolloid carefully after chilling.

UNIVERSITY OF PITTSBURGH DENTAL ALUMNI

On June roth, the largest number of Pitt Dental Alumni ever to at- 
tend the annual Dental Alumni Day turned out to enjoy the very exten- 
sivé clinical program in the morning, the luncheon, the conducted tours, 
the class reunions and banquet.

In addition to these outstanding accomplishments he has taken 
an important and most beneficial part in the organization and development 
of the American Dental Association, the Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
ciety, the Odontological Society of Western Pennsylvania, the alumni asso- 
ciations of both the University and the School of Dentistry, the American 
Association of Dental Schools, the American College of Dentists, Psi 
Omega Fraternity, and Omicron Kappa Upsilon, the honorary scholastic 
fraternity of dentistry. From the beginning of the recital of these many 
achievements you have known the name of the individual about whom I 
have been speaking, for there is only one individual in dentistry who has 
accomplished so much and is still actively engaged in so many ways.

BOOK REVIEW 


PATHOLOGY FOR STUDENTS AND PRACTITIONERS OF DENTISTRY 
By William E. Ehrich, M.D., Associate in Pathology, School of Medicine, Univer- 

sity of Pennsylvania. Illustrated with 234 Engravings. Lea and Febiger, 

Philadelphia, 1941. Pages 509. Price $5.50. 

To the practising dentist who has felt for some time that oral path- 
ology is an esoteric subject but who has nevertheless had a desire to learn 
something more about it, this book should make a strong appeal. Not 
that it is written down “to order” but because it is written simply and 
with great feeling for the subject. Although the book is intended for 
both students and practitioners of dentistry, it will probably have greater 
interest for the latter, first, because the practising dentist is not bound 
to a classical scheme of presentation of the subject, and secondly, because 
he already has ‘(at the least) a running acquaintance with the subject. 

Dr. Ehrich has chosen to present the subject of oral pathology along 
lines of general pathology. In the author’s own words the subject matter 
is presented “according to such fundamental principles as heredity, in- 
fection and inflammation instead of following, in an anatomical order, the 
structures of the mouth.” In this way oral pathology is presented as part 
of general pathology. A general viewpoint of the broad field of pathology 
which may be of interest to the dentist as well as a specific knowledge of 
oral disorders should thereby be gained. 

A general idea of the contents of the book can be gleaned from the 
following chapter headings: Hereditary Disturbances ; Hormonal Disturb- 
ances ; Disturbances in Reactivity (Allergy, Pathergy) ; Constitution, Pre- 
disposition and Diathesis; Disturbances Due to Trauma; Disturbances 
Due to Radiant Energy; Disturbances Due to Poisoning; Disturbances 
Due to Inadequate Supplies; Disturbances Due to Infection (Infectious 
Diseases) ; Disturbances in Development (Malformations) ; Growth Dis- 
turbances ; Disturbances in Metabolism; Disturbances in Circulation ; Dis- 
turbances in Defense (Inflammation). 

The book is adequately illustrated, mostly from the author’s own 
material. Grammatical errors present in the text are not serious and 
should not detract from the work as a whole. A comprehensive bibli- 
ography is appended to each chapter.
